General Appraisers. Colonel Train there- 
upon caused a formal letter of protest to be 
written to the Collector of Customs in 
which, after reciting the circumstances, he 
says, referring to the bagging in question: 
“Supposing it could possibly be used for 
some purpose other than paper stock, 
which we neither admit nor deny, we con- 
tend that inasmuch as this lot was bought, 
imported and sold by us for use in the man- 
ufacture of paper, and is to be so used, it 
is specifically within the provisions of said 
paragraph (providing for its free admis- 
sion) and further we contend that the 
phrase ‘fit only to be converted into paper’ 
in said paragraph must be reasonably and 
practically construed; a possible use of any 
article provided for in said paragraph other 


| than as paper stock cannot or could not be 


held to remove it from that paragraph with- 
in the intent of Congress. So long as paper 
making is its general use, its predominant 
use, so long as in trade and commerce it is 
treated and dealt in as paper stock we con- 
tend it should be classed under said para- 
graph.”

Mr. Heath states that the mills are en- 
cumbered by mortgages of the full amount 
of their value, or more, and that the outlay 
of a considerable sum of money would be 
required to put them in full and profitable 
operation. He gave it as his opinion that 
these reasons influenced the bidders, thus 
considerably decreasing the number.

imal sized paper, has asked me as follows: 

Question 1. In making ledger, record and 
other papers where great durability is re- 
quired, is it possible to beat the stock too 
long a time, provided the roll is kept up 


so as not to cut the stuff? 


A. Yes, it does make a very decided dif- 
ference whether the fibre is given more 
than a certain length or not. If a certain 


kind of stock be beaten very long there will 
be more rattle or “cackle” to the paper 
than if the stuff had been run in the beaters 
just enough to give the length of fibre nec- 
essary for the required strength of paper. 
This point shows why an inferior stock if 
beaten lightly for a long time and the fibres 
well drawn out will make a stronger paper 
and one with more life and rattle—more 
“strawboard effect,” in fact—than 
better stock which has been beaten shorter 


will a 





There is also this other and vital difference 
in paper made from the two kinds of stock. 
The high-grade stock, say Irish or German 
linens, when beaten from twelve to fourteen 
hours in a good solid engine will make a 
paper which is very strong and very hard, 
but which has but little rattle to it. 

If the time of beating be increased—no, 
I don’t mean that—if the fibre of the stock 
be lengthened the paper will be found to 
have that undesirable “bond rattle” which 
is not desirable in the best record and led- 
ger papers. This point is directly in line 
with the old tradition that bond paper re- 
quires excessively long beating—a tradition 
that the modern beating engine is provirz 
false every day. 

Not only does bond stock require a cer- 
tain length of time in the beater, but that 
time varies directly with the beater used. 
Use a small light roll and the time required 
will be great. Use a heavy roll and the time 
of beating can be considerably decreased, 
but other things 
to be saved in beating by the use of a heavy 
beater roll. That is—the bed plate must be 
in keeping with the weight of the roll. It 
will not do to use

A. It is not desirable to use oil on the 
machine, either by putting it into the screen 
into the stuff chest. The best way to 
stop foaming on the machine or anywhere 


or 


else in the mill is to prevent the formation 
of the froth. But this must be done in the 
beater or even in the washers. As long as 
there is nothing except pure water and pure 
cellulose fibre in the stuff, I will defy any- 
body or anything to make it foam, either in 
the beaters or on the machine. But when 
grease and alkali are present in the stuff in 





the right proportions then I will defy any- 
body to prevent foaming whenever the stuff 
is stirred. Soap is formed by the chemi- 
cals and the agitation forms a lather—that’s 
about all there is of it. Albuminous matter 
will also sometimes cause foaming when 
there is no alkali or fat present. 

To cure, see that the foam-making ma- 
terials are not allowed to be present in the 
stuff in the proportions to do harm. A lit- 
tle “chemicat thought” will suggest a way 
of getting rid of the foam-causing condi- 
tions. If other means of relief are desired, 
put a shower pipe across the machine be- 
tween the slice bars and throw the water 
over the rear bar into the pile of foam. This 
will reduce it so there will be no trouble 
from it further. 

Question 3. I have a small tight and 
loose pulley elevator: Can I rig to operate 
it with the usual elevator starting cables? 

A. For working an ordinary belt shifter 
in the manner usual to modern elevators it 
is only necessary to put up the very inex- 
pensive connections illustrated in the en- 
graving, Fig. 1. The ordinary belt shifter 
simply has a strip of board connected to* 
one end as shown. The wheel may be either 
or a plain iron pulley will 
answer. The hand rope may be given a sin- 
gle turn around the pulley and fastened 
with a staple on a wooden concern or by an 
eye bolt to an iron pulley. 

Stops may be arranged so that the “con- 
necting rod” can go no farther than is re- 
quired to properly throw the belt. Cast 
iron clips attached to the hand rope in the 
usual manner show the position of the ship- 
per at all times. By working the shifters 
right, nearly the same action,as a brake may 
For instance, when the eleva- 
tor is going down, braking may be done to 
prevent the cable from unwinding too far, 
by simply throwing the belt partially over 
on to the tight pulley—that is, the going up 
belt. This will act as a very effectual brake. 
It is a little hard on the belt, but it will do 
the work.

The Percentage of Clay Retention. 
JOLIETTE, Que., Canada, March 9, 1898. 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

Dear Sir—In your issue of the 5th inst. 
“Manufacturer” very interesting 
question. In my opinion he is correct in 
his statement that 60 per cent. of the origi- 
nal is the correct amount of clay retained 
in his paper. In plain language it is as fol- 
lows: “Manufacturer” puts to his stock 200 
pounds of clay, which mixture produces 
1,000 pounds of paper. On testing the latter 
he finds 12 per cent of ash, which would 
figure out on the 1,000 pounds of paper as 
120 pounds. Therefore, from the original 
amount of 200 pounds he only gets 120 
pounds, a loss of 80 pounds, or a retention 
of only 60 per cent. Assuming ‘Manufac- 
turer’s’’ data to be correct, there is certainly 
a greater loss of loading than there ought 
to be. Furnishing clay either hot or cold 
does not affect the results either one way or 
the other, so far as my experience goes. 
I have tested scores of papers which have 
been loaded to somewhat the same propor- 
tions as those named, and have never found

less than 70 per cent. as the amount re-, 


tained, and sometimes as high as 90 per 
cent. I am inclined to think that “Manu- 
facturer’s” data are not quite correct. For 
instance, does he take imo consideration 
the amount of water in the clay? China 
clay generally contains from 6 to 8 per cent. 
moisture absorbed from the atmosphere, 
and in addition to this 8 to 12 per cent. 
water, chemically combined with it. The 
former is, of course, nearly all eliminated 
in passing over the dryers, but the latter 
is only got rid of in the process of heating 
the paper to be tested to a red heat in a 
crucible. 

It follows, therefore, that to the amount 
of ash found in the paper by test a quantity 
from 14 to 18 per cent. must be added to 
bring the ash to the terms of the original 
In testing paper for ash it is there- 
fore essential that the amount of 
water in the clay, both absorbed and com- 
bined, should be known. 

The retention of clay in paper is also 
subject in a great measure to the stock used 
and to the treatment of the latter in the 
beater. Nicely beaten stuff will always 
carry a larger percentage of loadings than 
that which has only had an indifferent treat-

WORK OF THE PATENT OFFICE. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. | 





WASHINGTON, D. C., March 15, 1898. 

The annual report of the Commissioner 
of Patents for the calendar year 189 has 
been submitted to Congress; and is oi 
marked interest to inventors and manufac- 
turers. 

In 1897 there were received 45,561 appli- 
cations for patents, of which number 23,729 
were granted, including designs, while 1,946 
applications for registration of trade-marks 
were received during the year, and 1,671 
trade-marks were registered. 

In proportion to population more patents 
were issued to citizens of Connecticut than 
to those of any other State, being one to 
every 786 inhabitants. Next in order are the 
following; Massachusetts, District of Co- 
lumbia, New Jersey, Rhode Island and New 
York. As to the foreign countries, 706 pat- 
ents were granted to residents of England, 
551 to those of Germany and 286 to those 
of Canada. 

The number of applications for patents 
received during the year 1897 is the largest 
in the history of the office. Yet in all prob- 
ability this number will be exceeded in the 
caming year. The number of applications 
filed in 1897 exceeded by over 2,000 the to- 
tal number of applications filed in the twen- 
ty-four years from 1836 to 1860. 

Prior to January 1, 1881, 236,136 patents 
(not including 9,957 patents granted prior to 
1836) were issued by the United States. 
These included all patented inventions ex- 
hibited at the Centennial Exposition at 
Philadelphia, an exposition of which the 
most striking and important feature was its 
display of the improvements in industrial 
arts brought about by American invention. 
It was believed by many that the inventions 
there exhibited represented the highest de- 
velopment possible, and that there was no 
further room for improvement in many of 
the arts at least. Yet the effect of this ex- 
position was not, as might have been ex- 
pected, to discourage invention, and to con- 
vince inventors that nothing more remained 
to be done, and that the field of invention 
was exhausted, but to largely stimulate in- 
vention, 

All of the inventions displayed at the Cen- 
tennial and all of the inventions for which 
patents were taken out in the four years fol- 





lowing 1876 are now public Property, 
cluded in these are inventions of the hig 
industrial and commercial value.

In the case of a reappraisement of an in- 
voice of parchment paper, imported by 
Adolph Kraut, New York, it was recently 
stated that the valuation was increased from 
.12%4 to .49 marks per kilo. It should have 
been .42% to .49 marks.

Beside President Wel- 
lington Smith, of Lee, Mass., and the 
Hon. Henry H. Sprague, president of 
the Metropolitan Water Board, guest of 
the association, the following gentlemen 
were present: Secretary James B. Forsyth, 
Treasurer John E. Hall, Col. S. P. Train, 
J. Richard Carter, Col. J. P. Jordan, Wil- 
liam T. Barker, H. T. Bartow, C. A. 
Brown, F. A. Smith, W. Gordon, W. W. 
Jenks, W. H. Cortland, W. E. Whitney, 
Cc. S. Whitney, W. E. Mansfield, F. E. 
Slayter, Chas. A. Young, F. W. Powers, 
F. S. Arnold, B. F. Wood, P. B. Van 
Olker, E. P. Lindsay, E. H. Stone, W. F. 
Kellog, all of Boston; Col. A. C. Moore, 
of Bellows Falls, Vt.; C. A. Robinson, of 
Auburn, Me.; C. C. Walden, of Holyoke, 
Mass., and L. Alers-Hankey, of New York. 

A very appetizing menu was served, and 
after coffee the regular business of the even- 
ing was transacted. 

In calling the meeting to order President 
Smith took occasion to refer to the im- 
proved conditions of business, and _ inci- 
dentally commented upon some of the 
national issues of the day. “We have 
never had so many orders before,” said he, 
“and so little paper on hand. This is an 
example, in my mind, of the condition of 
business in general as it exists to-day. 
Why, men cannot get their orders filled 
half so soon as they want them; and it is 
just the same way with supplies with which 
we manufacture our paper. The Govern- 
ment is no longer running behind. To- 
day, notwithstanding the anticipation of our 
importations, the Government is receiving 
an income equal to its expenses. 

“The last week has recorded one of the 
most astounding facts in all history. It is 
the raising of $50,000,000 for defense by the 





Congress of the United States without one 
dissenting voice. It is a wise measure and 
a peace measure. We needed this betore, 
but some of our people did not recognize 
the danger. But patriotism rose to the oc- 
casion. It is an unprecedented record in 
this country or in any other country. We 
shall not have war, gentlemen, but it is best 
to be ready for any emergency.” (Ap. 
plause.) 

Treasurer Hall then. submitted his an- 
nual report, which was received with en- 
thusiastic applause, since it showed a cash 
balance on hand of $1,064.24. “What will 
we do with it?” asked a member on the 
side. 

Col. J. P. Jordan reported that the State 
Board of Trade was agitating the need of 
a magnificent representation of the indus- 
tries of Massachusetts at the Paris Exposi- 
tion, and that $10, with three tickets, 
amounting to $19, was expected from the 
Paper Trade Association. It was moved 
that the fee be paid. 

Little contributions like that never worry 
the association with debate. 

J. Richard Carter read a communication 
from the Chamber of Commerce, urging 
action by the board favoring a commercial 
reciprocity treaty with Canada. He read 
the resolutions recently passed by the 
Chamber of Commerce, and recommended 
that the Paper Trade Association draft 
similar resolutions, and instruct the Sena- 
tors and Representatives of Massachusetts 
to urge the necessity of reciprocal relations 
with Canada. The association was in sym- 
pathy with Mr. Carter’s motion. The presi- 
dent appointed Mr. Carter, W. T. Barker 
and James B. Forsyth a committee to draft 
suitable resolutions, and if the members of 
that committee were members of Congress 
New England’s paper business with Canada 
would be largely developed through re- 
ciprocal relations. To New England the 
natural outlet for her industrial products 
is in the direction of Canada, and every 
effort should be made to secure closer trade 
relations with that country. That it will 
come in time is generally admitted, but 
why delay what will prove of financial and 
commercial benefit to both countries? 

C. A. Robinson, of the Wood-Robinson 
Company, Auburn, Me., was elected to 
membership. 

An election of officers for the ensuing year 
resulted as follows: President, W. T. Bar- 
ker; first vice-president, W. A. Russell; 
second vice-president, C. D. Brown; treas- 
urer, J. E. Hall; secretary, J. B. Forsyth;

son, P. C. Cheney, H. S. Dickenson, W.

President Smith thanked the association 
for the hearty co-operation he had received 
in his executive duties. President-elect 
Barker, in a short address of acceptance, 
said he should try to promote the welfare 
of the association with the motto, “Busi- 
ness first; then conviviality.” 

It was then voted to extend to President 
Smith a vote of thanks for his services. 

Mr. Sprague was then introduced as the 
guest of honor. He traced the work of the 
Metropolitan Water Board Commission, 
saying that at the present time the district 
is prepared for an emergency, but that 
much work is yet to be done before the 
elaborate system is completed. By the 
use of the stereopticon Mr. Sprague 
showed how the work had progressed 
during the last year. 

The address was of great local interest, 
and very instructive to those present, who 
are so deeply concerned in the water ser- 
vice of Greater Boston. There are times 
when even the members of the Boston Pa- 
per Trade Association “take water,” al- 
though never before had they so much of it 


at a dinner. 
A very pleasant feature of the evening 


was the entertainment furnished by the 
Oxford Musical Club, of Salem, Mass., 


whose contributions of vocal and instru- 
mental music, with many novel specialties, 
added much to the good cheer of the occa- 
sion. 

With the March meeting the regular 
gatherings of the association end for the 
season, but during the warm months a 
midsummer excursion down the harbor, 
with a dinner at Marblehead Neck, will 
bring the trade together again for a day’s 
outing. Until then the meetings of the 
Boston Paper Trade Association stand ad- 


journed.
